Menlo Park Reeorder 
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Councilmen Favor 


Members of the Menio rarx Ci-j 
ty council, meeting informally 
Tuesday night, appeared to agree 
with Atherton councilmen that the 
area bounded by San Mateo drive, 
El Camino Real, Valparaiso ave-, 
nue and a line through Millie: 
street ought to be left in a pro- 
posed $900,000 flood control dis- 
trict. 

Their discussion followed a re-| 
port from City Engineer Edwin 
H. Smith, transmitted via Council-, 
man William R. Lawson, that the 
Atherton board members seemed 
to feel the drainage-basin-wide 
purpose of the flood control dis- 
trict would be defeated, if special 
areas were excepted. 

The Menlo Park council last 
week agreed to ask the other 
city’s governing body if it felt 
the area bounded by El Camino 
Real, Valparaiso avenue, San 
Mateo drive and a line through 
Rose avenue should be left in 
the district. 

According to circulators of pe- 
titions, almost 100 per cent of the 
residents of that area want to be 

left out, since they have no drain- 
age problems personaly.

New Apartments 
Top November 
Building Here 


New apartments started in Men- 
lo Park during November account- 
ed for well over half of the valua- 
tion of al construction projects 
gotten under way, the month’s fig- 
ures showed this week. 

The city issued a total of 50 per- 
mits during the month, according 
to Building Inspector James D. 
Steiger; these called for the start 
of construction of $439,265 worth 
of projects of various sorts. 

Permits for seven apartment 
houses, with a total of 31 dwel- 
ling units and a valuation of $266,- 
000, accounted for by far the larg- 
est category of building. 

Meanwhile, construction of sin- 
gle-family dwellings was in a rel- 
ative decline — largely seasonal. 
Only four one-family homes, with 
a total valuation of $83,000, were 
started durin gthe month. 

Besides residences and apart- 
ments, permits were issued for 
14 residence alteration jobs, with 
an aggregate valuation of $34,800; 
16 new nonresidences, with a val- 
uation of $38,775 and nine nonre- 
sidence alteration jobs, $16,690. 


1-Day Bank Drive

A total of $603.31 was received 
by Southern San Mateo County 
Chapter, American Red Cross, in 
a special one-day bank drive for 
Hungarian relief last Friday, ac- 
cording to Peter Lubchenko, chap- 
ter chairman.

The chapter’s share of the $5,- 
000,000 emergency relief quota is 
$2895. To raise it, the chapter is 
conducting a special drive through 
the mail and through newspaper 
appeals. 

100 
cents of every dollar contributed 
to Hungarian relief through the 
Red Cross will be used for Hun- 
garian relief, with the chapter ab- 
sorbing all costs of raising money 
through its regular operations.

Mimz, an unemployed plumber’s 
helper with no known address, ap- 
peared on the scene and Russell 
gave him money and sent. him out 
for a fifth of whiskey. The men 
had been sharing a bottle which 
Russell had on hand, 

After finishing the second bot- 
tle, the three went to sleep. Mimz 
used the floor of one room of the 
cabin and Benard and Russell 
crawled onto the bed, Minehan 
said Benard told him. 

SMELLED SMOKE 

Some time later, Benard relat- 
ed, he smelled smoke. He got up 
and awakened Russell. Russell 
accused Benard of having started 
the fire and, in view of the older 
man’s angef, Benard said he left. 
He added that, while berating 
him, Russell had obtained a pail 
of water and had thrown it on the 
burning bed. 

The accused man then went to 
the home of his brother, Art, at 
the Fifth avenue address. He re- 
tired to a cot in the garage where 
he was found later when smoke 
attracted his brother’s attention. 

Minehan said that Mimz is still 
being sought. Where he stays is 
unknown, since he apparently 
sleeps in his car wherever he hap- 
pens to park.

Hiller Strike 
Talks Broken Off 


A federal labor conciliator who 
sat in on talks between manage- 
ment representatives of Hiller 
Helicopters and representatives of 
Local 1327, International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, yesterday “saw 
no early meetings” as the strike 
of the East Palo Alto aircraft 
plant neared a week in length. 

The conciliator, Ralph Patter- 
son, said that 420 production 
workers at the plant had been 
idled by the strike. Some 455 re- 
search and development workers 
are continuing on the job, how- 
ever. 

Representatives of the aircraft 
company have offered a 10 cents 
per hour raise and a five cents in- 
surance payment; the union is ask- 
ing a 15 cents per hour raise. 

Patterson reported that he is 
continuing his attempts to get re- 
presentatives of the union and the 
company together for further bar- 
gaining. 

Production of aircraft has been 
stopped by the strike, which start- 
ed fast Friday.

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Not Like ‘The Old Days’: 
Corps of Veterans Will Oversee 
Menlo Park Yule Mail Distribution 


Menlo Park postoffice’s staff of 
more than 100, nearing the end of 
another record year, was this 
week preparing to meet the an- 
nual Christmas rush with an aug- 
mented staff and with hopes that 
additional space may be rented 
before the heaviest of the pre- 
Christmas mailing rush. 

Things weren’t always like this, 
declares Postmaster Harry B. 
Morey. A short 20 years ago, 
when he was relatively new at his 
postmaster’s job, the local office 
only had five employees. And 
when Christmas rolled around, an 
extra eight or nine would be 
hired, mainly to cover the wide 
open spaces which then made up 
the Menlo Park postoffice area. 

Right now, the postoffice is 
looking forward to hiring be- 
tween 110 and 115 extra workers 
to help handle the mailing rush, 

and is still seeking an extra 
building through which all par- 


cel post can be channeled. 


‘Overnight Parking’ 
Set for Hearing 


Whether or not Menlo Park 
residents will be allowed to park 
cars overnight on. the streets will 
be: argued before the city council 
Jan. 8, it was decided last week. 

The hearing. was set Tuesday 
night, after Bart Goldman, 751 
Harvard. avenue, protested that 
he felt. some. consideration should 
be; given people who don’t have 
adequate Daring facilities on 
their own propety, and said he 
felt overnight parking permits 
should be given out at the discre- 
tion of the police chief. 

At present overnight 
is prohibited by law.

In spite of the large number of 
seasonal employees and the gen- 
eral complexity of mail’ distribu- 
tion in an area where new streets 
are being added every day, Morey 
points out, distribution should be 
good during the season.

These include Mrs. Blanche 
Wheeler, the only female assist- 
ant postmaster in the state, work- 
ing in an office with receipts of 
over $500,000; Frank’ Maloney, 
superintendent of mails, Walter 
K. Lambert, foreman of carriers, 
Mike Hatchman and _ William 
Overton, foremen of mails and Vi 
Tompkins, accounting assistant. 

Mrs. Wheeler, who is a resi- 
dent of Palo Alto, worked in that 
city’s postoffice and in the Anti- 

och postoffice before joining the 
local one in 1949. Starting as a 
clerk, she has worked up through 
the ranks fo her’ present position, 
Morey says. 

But although it’s expected the 
mail will get distributed and pick- 
ed up on time, Morey this week 
pointed out that it takes a bit 
more system, these days, than it 
used. to. 

“Back in thé old days,” he 
reminisced. “Everybody knew 
who everybody was, and where 
to find them. 

“A letter or card hardly needed 
more than the name and city of 
the addressee; we* could figure 
from that whether to put it in a 
box, or what route to send it out 
to. 

“Nowadays it’s a little more 
complicated because it’s hard to 
keep up with the growth of the 
town. 

“Correct, legible addresses help 
a whole lot, though. And some- 
times, some of the recollections 
of veteran carriers gets called 
into play, and saves u lot of steps 
and waiting.”

The costs of this proposal are 


by bond issue. The bonds are to 
be retired from a separate tax 
rate levied on the regular tax bill 
in the manner of the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District and 
most other large flood control dis- 
tricts in the state. 

Although the debt would be 
equal to about six per cent of the 
assessed valuation initially, the 
bonds would run about 30 years, 
and long before their retirement 
date the development in Ather- 
ton, and particularly the now un- 
incorporated territory, | would 
transfer most of the burden the 
Menlo Park area would initially 
bear onto these new areas. 


The initial tax rate to support 
a $900,000 issue of bonds, ma- 
turing over a 30-year period and 
carrying a four per cent rate of 
interest, would be on a $15,000,- 
000 assessed valuation about 35 
cents per $100. 

A property assessed at $5000 
(about $20,000 actual value) 
would thus pay $17.50 the first 
year. This compares with about 
$15.75 that a property owner in 
one of our drainage assessment 
districts would pay (at five per 
cent) in the first year on one of 
our typical $105 assessments. In 
the latter case the tax would de- 
crease over a 10-year period to 
about $11 in the final year. In the 
Atherton case the tax rate cer- 
tainly would not exceed 15 cents in 
the 30th year, or $7.50 on the typ- 
ical property. 

The property owner (assuming 
a $5000 assessed value) would in- 
itially be carrying the debt serv- 
ice on a $300 debt, but this would 
decrease as new buildings were 
constructed in the district. 


The reason the initial debt 
is higher than in our own typi- 
cal districts is that most of the 
cost is due to work on the main 
canal itself, comparable to work 
on San Francisquito Creek for 
lands draining into the creek, 
a tremendous project, that we 
have not yet had to place on 
the property owners. 


Under the Atherton procedure | 
bonds cannot be issued except 
with a two-thirds vote of the elec- 
tors in the district. Given this 
democratic safeguard, I cannot see 
how we could defend in principle 
the exclusion of these lands whose 
storm water finds its way to the 
Atherton canal. It is the same 
principle we have invoked in ev- 
ery stormy storm water hearing 
we have had, including that on 
upper Valparaiso avenue which 
has diverted water formerly com- 
ing down into the area now pro- 
testing inclusion. 

If there were some method of 
diverting this water so that it 
|could be disposed of by ourselves, 
I would be sympathetic toward 
such a project. But no one has 
come up with an alternative of 
any kind.

the formative stage, but Carveth said he plans to have a school for 
race drivers, and hopes to have facilities for working on automobiles. 

No name has beén selectéd for the course. 

Both Carveth and Blanks ‘have been traveling to racing circuits 
for the past year with an eye toward incorporating desirable features 
in the course. 

According to current plans, there would be one sports car race 
per month.on the course, while other ‘weekends would be used for 
the driving school and drag strip operations. 

Persons affiliated with the course would be able to test their 
automobiles when the circuit is not being used for a major event. 

The exact method of paying the expenses of the circuit has not 
been worked out, although Carveth has been thinking along the lines 
of selling annual gate and driving passes. 

Selection of the Milpitas site climaxes a long search for land by 
the pair’ At one time, he had hoped to build the circuit directly 
west of here between Skyline boulevard and the ocean. 

The Milpitas location will be a convenient one for Bay Area 
enthusiasts since the town is situated on a freeway which will eventu- 
ally link San Jose’ and Oakland. Mid-peninsula residents have two 
ways of getting to the course. Shortest way is through Alviso on 
Highway 9, but an alternate route would be across the Dumbarton 
Bridge and then via the Dasha Eastshore freeway to Milpitas.

Cacti and succulents do well in 
shallow containers, and also stand 
a great deal of neglect. Still in the 
lead among foliage plants is the 
philodendron family with its ma- 
ny varieties. Pothos, sanseviera, 
dieffenbachia, ferns and even 
some kinds of ivy are also excel- 
lent and lend great diversity.

¥RST ‘SNOW’ 

It all started, this unusual pro- 
‘essing of Christmas trees, way 
ack in 1948 when the couple had 
heir Christmas: tree lot on Bay- 
shore in East Palo Alto. A man 
stopped by and asked if they 
might put “snow” on some trees 
for him. Althopgh they were du- 
bious, he showed them how and 
they completed six trees in white 
locking for him. 
| Said Tom. to Libby, his wife, 

J “Why wouldn’t’ these flocked 
| trees be good for store decora- 

| tions?” and with this, their new 
| enterprise was born. Before the 
| next season was well under way 
| the Fitchés haid painted some 

4 cee white, flocked them to 
| ook like “snow”, showed their 


+ | samples around and orders be- 


gan to pour into their work- 

| shop. At first the Fitches stay- 

| ed with white, but within a year 

' they were besieged with decor- 
ators who wanted dark green 
trees with white flocking, pink 
trees and blue ‘trees. 

Customers who dropped in to 
order their. Christmas trees be- 
‘came fascinated by the Fitches 
and their flocking and soon were 
ordering these fancy trees for 
their homes. Before they knew it, 
the Fitches were called upon to 
paint a tree black and flock it 
iwith the same color; turn a jef- 
firey pine into a flaming red af- 
fair. In fact, soon customers were 
| bringing in samples of their 
idrapes, rugs and other items for 
| the Fitches to match. 


| TREEWIRING 
Also, many customers, both 
<cgmmercial and home, decided 


that they would like lights on 
their trees so the Fitches put in 
a tree-wiring service, hiring wo- 
men to’ wire Christmas tree lights 
to the trees before they were pro- 
cessed. In some cases, customers 
have brought in lights to be put 
on just plain trees. And still fur- 
ther, some trees were hung with 
Christmas decorations! 

The Fitch Christmas tree busi- 
ness starts back in the summer 
months, when the entire Fitch 
family treks up to the high Sier- 
ras to lay the ground work. 

In the first place. trees must be 
contracted for..under the forest 
management thinning program. 
Wherever the Fitch’s cut, whether 
on private or public land, they 
must cut according to the US. 
i\Forest Service regulations and the 
forestry department strictly su- 
|pervises. 

(REGULATED: CUTTING 


Trees must be cut from the 
ground and in # radius of 20 feet 
arourd each. pine tree; since it is 
ithe latter:that are being preserv- 
ed, The Fitches may have any or 
all of the trees they cut, but cut 

jidey must. 

In the summer roads are made 
and trees are marked and when 
'October rolls ‘around, the real 
work gets whder way. Usually the 
first trees_are cut the middle of 
October and stacked for later 
transportation. 

Around the middle of Novem- 
ber the first big order leaves 

| the mountains around Lake Ta- 
hoe, Donner summit area and 
| is transported to:San Francisco 
where thousands of trees aré 
. placed aboard U.S. navy ships 
for overseas. At this time trees 
for the first store orders are us- 
ually brought down to the 

Christmas ‘tree lot. This year, 

however, Mrs. Fitch says that 

two orders in San Jose had to 
| be ready for delivery before 

Hallowe’en! 

By the time Thanksgiving rolls 

‘around, commercial trees are be- 
‘ing processed and’ delivered in in- 
icréasing numbers and by the first 
lo’ December, when it is time to 
}ship trees to Honolulu, Tom Fitch 
land his crews’ bring the’ big trucks 
and trailers laden with the re- 
mainder Of the year’s cuttings 
down from the hills and the real- 
ly hectic Christmas season has be- 
yun. 
j All day and sometimes far into 
the night at least two spray guns 
are busy painting and three, flock- 
ing. Every morning several trees 
are fireproofed. As fast as a tree 
is completed it is put:on a truck 
and taken to its destination. 

As December moves along sales- 
people are added to the Fitch staff 
ito help with the trees on the lot 
and the week-end before Christ- 
mas nearly every tree is gone. 


BUSINESS GROWS 

When the Fitches first. started, 
(there was just Tom, Libby and 
Libby's dad, James; Lane and one 
helper. Of course the. three Fitch 
children, Tom, Jimmy: and baby 
mens went along and “help- 
ed”. As Tom and Jim have grown 
up, they have assumed more and 
more responsibility, devoting ma- 
ny hours: around the holiday sea-

THE TASTE
